LANGUAGE INSTRUCTION 


Provides an opportunity for every adult immigrant to receive 
instruction in the official languages of Canada and to encourage 
every adult immigrant to take advantage of such opportunity for 
learning the language of his community. 

Language instruction programs are administered by the provincial 
education authorities through local school boards. Provinces 
provide grants to school boards for teacher salaries. The 
Citizenship Branch has agreements with all the provinces except 
Quebec whereby it undertakes to pay fifty percent of any amount 
paid by the provinces towards the teaching costs of immigrant 
classes. Agreements with the provinces provide for the reim- 
bursement of purchases of textbooks used in the language 
instruction program up to the average of such expenditures 

over a five-year period. Quebec and British Columbia are not 
parties to the textbook agreement at present. The Branch also 
enlists the cooperation of voluntary agencies in providing 
special classes for housewives and others who are unable to 
attend the regular evening classes.

COW TESTING AND DAIRY HERD IMPROVEMENT 


Provides a service of recording milk and butterfat production for 
individual cows. It is an Owner-Sampler program of cow testing, and 
herd owners are assessed a cow testing fee based upon the size of 
their herd and the type of program in which they enroll. The Mail 
Order program consists of monthly milk samples being lifted by the 
herd owners from the individual cows in their herd, and forwarding 
them to one of seven testing centres for testing by Dairy Branch 
personnel. Two plans of cow testing are offered to herd owners. 

Milk from each cow is either weighed daily (Plan I) or weighed on 
one day a month (Plan II) by the herd owners. An Owner-Sampler 

Route Plan program is in operation in the Edmonton and Calgary 

areas. These farms are visited monthly by a Route Plan fieldman, 

who picks up the milk samples lifted by the herd owners. Heifer 

calf identification and ear tagging is also carried out at the time 
of the monthly visit by the fieldman. Dairy herd improvement records 
provide useful information for herd owners to assist them in improved 
feeding, breeding, and management practices. Higher production and 
herd improvement are encouraged through various competitions. 


Owners of grade herds, but purebred breeders may also enter their 
herds on test. A supervised Owner-Sampler Route Plan program is in 
operation only in the Edmonton and Calgary areas.
